full valuation in money. 

The following was the legislative 
enacoment: 

“See. That for the purpose of making 
a complete list of ajl the property of every 
citizen of the state, real, personal and mix- 
ed, and of having all of such property valued 
in accordance with the ruie laid down in the 
constitution of the state at its true value 
in money, and to be adopted and used as 
the badis of all taxes levied by the state, 
counties, cities, tows and other taxing dis- 
tricts of the estate for the year one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty, the machin- 
ery hereinafter set out is provided. 

“Sec, 3. The assessment made under 
the provisions of this act shall not be used 
as the baeise for computation of taxes un- 
less and until the same has been approved 
by the general assembly and until the tax 
rates levied by the state have been revised 
by the general assembly, and the tax rates 
levied by the counties, cities, towns and spe- 
cial tax districts of the state have been re- 
vised under rules to be laid down by the 
general assembly, and such rates shall in 
all cases be so adjusted that an incrense 
in revenue from the general property tax of 
not more than 10 per cent shail be levied 
amd collected in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty than was levied and 
collected in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and nineteen in the state, and in al!

Friday issued a statement calling 
attention to the opening of schools 
next Monday morning. 

Mr. Sutton stated that the com- 
pulsory education law on the stat- 
ute books of Georgia would . be 
rigidly enforced in Atlanta, and de- 
clared that the southern states had 
lost millions of dollars by failure 
to enforce this provision. The first 
appeal is made to the parents of 
Atlanta, then-to the. churches, Sun- 
day schools and civic organizations 
whose work is the upbuilding of 
Atlanta. 

Promptness in starting to school 
on the opening day, next Monday, 
was also requested by the superin- 
tendent, on behalf of himself, the 
board of education and the faculties 
of the sehools. He asks that some 
part in the work be taken by all 
civic bodies and specifically’ re- 
quests that the parent-téacher as- 
sociations appoint committee to 
visit families in the various nefgh- 
borhoods to see that all children 
are enlisted in-school, 

Busy Day at City Hall. 

Friday was a busy day in the city 
hall, the corridors on the third and 
fourth floors being thronged all 
the day with parents and children 
who had come either for the physi- 
cal examination, vaccination or the 
formality of enlistment. 

Mr. Sutton’s statement also calls 
attention to the opportunity school 
which will be conducted this year, 
offering a chance for those emp- 
ployed to study in their off-hours 
from work.

effort to run down the criminal and to aid 
in whatever manner possibie to convict him.

‘They think 
that they will enter school at some distant 
day, but they hesitate to give up their 
jobs at present. A word from a prominent 
business ;man would mean more to them 
than anything the school superintendent or 
any member of the board of education could 
say. It may lead them to a happy home, 
to increased usefulness for fife, and to 
greater possibilities of service for their 
country... We urge the business men to give 
a little of themselves to the boys. A large 
number of our prominent business men are 
willing to contribute money to ‘help the 
boys, but they are not willing to give up a 
little of their time. We would suggest 
to these men that as they see boys during 
the next two or three weeks, they make 


it a habit to ask the boy whether or not 

he is attending school, and to urge the 

importance of school attendance upon him. 
Appeal to Business Men, 

To the business men, we would especially 
recommend that they point: out to the boys 
and girls and men and women of Atlanta 
the opportunities which the public school 
system is offering them through its exten- 
sion work, its part time work, and its night 
school work. Any business man, who wil! 
gather as many as ten students at any 
hour in the day for instruction, either in 
his business house, or at some convenicnt 
place, the board will provide a teacher for 
such a group of students, in the subject 
which they need and desire. 

The business organizations of the citv are 
asked to co-operate with the public schoo! 
system in seeing that our opportunity school, 
located on Auburn avenue, is attended, and 
that the advantages offered there are 
brought to the attention of boys and girls 
and men and women who are working in 
their estaMishments and in their offices. 
The school department maintains several 
nicht schools. For those who desire vo- 
cational training, there are classes at the 
Tech High school at night. For those who 
desire business training, or high school edu- 
cation, there are classes provided at the 
Commercial High school beginning at 6:30 
o'clock each week-day night except Fridav. 
We would appreciate the business men call- 
ing these classes to the attention of their 
emplovees. 

It is the purpose of the school system 
of Atlanta to serve all the people, whether 
they are in offices, in shops, in business 
houses, in the home, in industrial establish- 
ments or in the schools. All are vitally 
interested in our public schools. We ask 
for the co-operation of every citizen in mak- 
ing the Atlanta public school system what 
we all desire it to be.

This act was ratified on the 11th 
day of March, 1919, and by August, 
1920, the work of listing all prop- 
erty and revaluing the same, at its 
full money value, was completed. 


A representative of your committee 
visited Raleigh on September 16, 
1920, and went over the situation 
fully with the North Carolina tax 
commission. From the facts fur- 
nished it appears that the results 
of this revaluation were as fol- 
lows: 


Taxable Values 
Practically Trebled. 


(1) The taxable property of the 
state was raised from $1,099,120,389 
to $3,158,480,072, or practically 


trebled. 

(2) The general lewy for state, 
pension, school and county purposes 
was reduced from 14% mills to 4.98 
mills. (This was the reduction fig- 
ured by the tax commission. Wien 
the legislature met in special ses- 
Sion, it rethoved entirely what is 
called the “staté tax,’”’ but this does 
not include school taxes, the pen- 
Sion fund, etc.) 

(3) One million acres of untaxed 
lands were discovered and placed 
on the tax books. 

(4) The amount of intangible 
property classified <f solvent cred- 
its was increased trom $90,055,893 
to $214,546,231, or not quite 2% 
times. 


(5) Assessed value of railroads 
was increased from $125,417,618 to 
$250,587,158, or approximately dou- 
bled, 

(6) The real estate assessment 
made in 1915 was increased from 
$506,808,394 to $2,006,124,997, or very 
nearly quadrupled. 

(7) Personal property was _ in- 
creased from $426,062,907, assessed 
in 1918, to $807,866,443, or not quite 
doubled. 

(8) Cotton mills were 
from $58,266,591 to $205,581,304,

about 3% times. 


(9) Over 20,000 taxable polls were 
discovered and placed on tax books. 


The State Mileage 


Radically Reduced. 

(10) The cost of revaluation to 
the state was about $130,000. 

The general assembly of North 
Carelina was convened in special 
session in September, 1920, to ad- 
just the tax rates in accordance 
with the new valuation and to make 
the necessary levies. The new valu- 


ation was adopted as the basis for 
the levy of tax rates by the state 
and by all subdivisions of the state 
for 1920, and the revaluation of 
real property so fixed was adopted 
as the basis of levy up to and in- 
cluding the year 1923. 

No property tax was levied for 
1920 for the use of the state or for 


the state pension fund, but for the 


state public. scho fund an ad 
valorem tax of thirte cents on the 
hundred, or one and three-tenths 
«1 3-10) mills. was levied. 

In North Carolina the so-called 
state tax is confined to the tax for 
general state purposes. Taxes for 
pensions and public schools are in 
addition to the state tax. 

The franchise taxes of all corpo- 
rations and license taxes of public 
service corporations was substan- 
tially increased. This increase was 
ostensibly based on the ground that 
while the valpe of all other proper- 
ty in the ate was trebled the 
property of the public service cor- 
porations was merely doubled. 


Income ‘Fax Law 
Applicable on 1921. 


At the regular session of the leg- 
islature in 1921 the state imposed 
an income tax on salaries, fees 


commissions, etc., a rigid revised in- 
heritance tax, a revised corpora- 
tion franchise tax, and revised all 
license taxes—all of these for state 
purposes, exclusive of pension and 
school] taxes.

franchise, license and other special 
taxes, however, are depended upon 
to supply revenue sufficient this 
year, and if not the special session 
of the assembly in December will 
provide the méans. 


Income Tax Rates 


Collected in 1922. 

In the meantime, in 1922 the state 
will begin to collect net incomes 
also on properties, as from farms, 
rentals, leases, and all other prop- 
erties that produce profits over and 
above the outlay of operation. 

The general purpose of this act 
is to impose a tax, for the use of 
the state government, upon the -net 
income for the calendar year 1921, 
in excess of exemption herein set 
out, collectible in the year 1922, 
and annually thereafter. 

(a) Of every citizen of the state. 
_(b) Of every domestic corpora- 
tion. 

(c) Of every foreign corporation 
and of every nonresident individual 
having a business or agency in this 
state, in proportion to the net in- 
come of such business or agency. 

Except as otherwise provided in 
this act the purpose is to conform 
to the definitions of income in the 
revenue laws of the United States 
sovernment and regulations made 
under its authority in so far as 
they apply. 

The tax imposed upon the net in- 
come of corporations in this scheéd- 
ul@ is in the nature of a franchise 
tax for the privileges granted by 
the state to domestic corporations 
and to foreign corporations doing 
business in this state, and is in ad- 
dition to the tax imposed under 
the license act of this act. 


The rates under this act fol- 
low: * For individuals, on the ex- 
cess over the amount legally ex- 
empted up to twenty-five hundred 
dollars, One per cent: 

On the excess above twenty-five 
hundred dollars and up to five 
thousand dollars, one and one-halt 
per cent. 

On ine excess above five thou- 
Sand dollars and up to seven thou- 
sand, five hundred dollars, two per 
cent, 

On the excess above seven thou- 
sand, five hundred dollars and up 
to ten thousand dollars, two and 
one-half per cent. 

“ On the excess over ten thousand 
dollars, three per cent. 

Every corporation organized un- 


der the laws of this state shall pay 
annually a franchise or excise tax, 
with respect to carrying on or 
doing business, equivalent to three 
per cent of the entire met income of 
such corporation, as herein defin- 
ed, ‘received by such corporation 
during the income year; and every 
foreign corporation doing business 
in this state shall pay annually a 
franchise or excise tax equivalent 
to three per cent of a proportion 
of its entire income, toebe de- 
termined according specified 
rules.

Hundreds of Red Cross workers 
from every state in the south are 
preparing to attend the first great 
peacé-time convention of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross to be held at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Ootober 4-8 Thou- 
sands of delegates are expected to 
attend this meéting for conferénce, 
discussion and inspiration and 
among the number will be leaders 
in thought from every corner of 
the English-speaking world. 

This inspftational session ig pre- 
these are President Harding, Gen- 
paratory to, and to stimulate in- 
terest in, the renewal of membership 
activities in the Red Cross organi- 
gation, to be launched in November 
throughout the country. 

Thirty or more notables have been 
invited as speakers and acceptances

National convention headquarters 
with a personnel of workers headed 
by H. B. Dickson, director, have 
been established in Columbus. Work

Junior Red Cross spectacle. Local 
committees have been organized 
and enlistment for participation in 
the pageant is nearly completed.

LIBRARY LITERARY NOTES 


By Frances Newman, of the Carnegie Library. 


SIX HUNDRED YEARS OF FAME 


Of all the mighty dead whose 
exits and whose entrances the world 
has been impartially celebrating 
during the last few years, no one 


Was so unfortunate in his day as 
Martin Luther. On October 31, 1917

day when Martin Luther posted his 
famous ninety-five Latin theses on 
the.door of the Schloss-Kirche in 
Wittenberg, and since on October 
81, 1917, the countrymen of Martin 


'Luther were quite openly suspect- 


ed of nailing much more terrible 
things on church doors, the Protest- 
ant churches, though they boldly 
sang “Ein feste burg ist unser 
Gott,” and recalled the number of 
devils on the housetops of Worms, 
could scarcely make a very popular 
holiday. Even the. pacific Jane 
Austen had her centenary post- 


|poned a year, until people had more 


leisure to think upon the creator 
of Elizabeth and Emma and Anne, 
of Mr. Collins and Lady Catherine 
and Mr. Elton. Shakespeare, him- 
self, found England much engaged 
on his tercentenary, but Keats has 
had memorial volumes this year and 
even such lesser worthies as An- 
drew Marvell and Sir Richard Bur- 
ton have provided the literary jour- 
nalists with a welcome subject. 


Anniversary of Dante’s Death. 

And now on the 14th of Septem- 
ber, when the more optimistic may 
fairly consider that the Temple of 


Janus is closed, tonjes the six hun- 
dredth anniversary of the death of 
Dante Alighieri—his death at Ra- 
venna. “Ungrateful Florence, Dante 
sleeps afar.” Everyone remembers 
how Florence built a very ugly 
tomb in the Church of Santa Groce 
—not far from the much uglier one 
Vasari built for Michelangelo—and 
calmly expected the Ravannese to 
send home the.glorious ashes: and 
evervone also remembers how Ra- 
venna very sensibly declined and 
how Dante’s Florentine tomb is an 
empty cenotaph, no more. There 
is very little, they tell one, left of 
the Firenze that Dante knew. There 
is still the celebrated “Sasso di 
Dante,” on which, as the guide book 
Says, “the great poet used to rest 
and seek comfort in summer time;”’ 
that sentence may cause the con- 
scientious sightseer great discom- 
fort, and he may wander round and 
round the cathedral looking in vain 
for a large time-worn stone, until 
some kindly native shows it to him 
set up in the wall of a building. 
When Dante sat upon the stone, he 
Saw little enough that one may see 
today; there was the old Baptistry 
of St. John, not yet adorned with 
those doors of Ghiberti’s, “worthy 
to be the gates of Paradise,” and 
from it he might have séen, in 1298, 
the blessing of the foundations of 
the new cathedral of Santa Maria 
del Fiore, though he was perhaps 
by that time a personage too im- 
portant to be left sitting about on 
lonely stones at so important a 
ceremony. Even the Ponte Vec- 
chio, beside which is represented, in 
that too often seen painting, a 


meeting of Dante and Beatrice, is 
not the same Ponte Vecchio, but 
there is still the house of the Por- 
tinari and still the house of Dante, 
adorned with one of those thrilling- 
ly frequent Florentine inscriptions 
—‘“In questa casa” .., occurred 
anything from the birth of Dante, 
the residence of Andrea, “the fault- 
less painter,” or Cellini’s casting of 
hia Perseus. 

Since the ancients, Dante has no 
companions of his eminence except 
Goethe and Shakespeare, and one’s 


views concerning their respéctive 
greatness must inevitably be col- 
ored by one’s mative tongue; and 
not only from a proper racial pride, 
but because roets Dear translation 
so badly. Having nevVer entertained 
a vast veneration for Emerson, re- 
gard for the Sage of Concord has 
steadily sunk since one Knew that 
he would no more trouble to read a 
book in the original than he would 
swim the ‘“‘harles river every day 
when there was a’ perfectly dry 
bridge at hand—surely one of the 
most vapid remarks of al] time. 
And even quite literate people will 
say casually that they do not read 
French or they do not read Italian, 
as if anything except laziness need 
prevent their having that most de- 
lightful ossession—the gift of 
tongues. ante has the great ad- 
vantage of being much more ob- 
scure than @ither of his peers, and 
so century after century still finds 
in him its own peculiar hopes and 
fears. 
Only Four Familiar Linés. 

There are only four familiar lines 
of the Divine Comedy that may be 
said to be famillar to the many. 
There is the first line, “Nel mezzo del 
cammin di nostra vita’—that is to 
gay, when Dante was about thirty- 
five years old, but the commentators 
say a great deal more than that. 
There is “L’amore che muove i] sole 
e l‘altre stelle,” which owes its ce4 
lebrity to its suitability for sun- 
dials. There is the line from the 
story of Paola and Francesca, that 
in their book that day they read no 
more, spoken in myriad plays and 
poems and opercse, inspired by the 
brief and moving glimpse. of the 
lovers, happy even in the Infernal 
depths. And there is, most quoted 
of all, the last of the nine lines of 
the inscription over the gate of hell: 
‘Leave all hope behind, ye who enter 
here,” so much less hopeless, some- 
how, in the Italian tongue. And 
yet, everyone knows Dante’s eagle 
profile, saturnine beneath its lau- 
rel crown; even a moving picture 
theater can be sure that its multl- 
tudes will not fail to receive its cul- 
tured cannotation. Hell, of course, 
is a subject in which everyone is 
vitally—perhaps one should say 
mortally—interested, and perhaps 
that is why so incomprehensible a 
poet is so truly a household word. 

For it is a marvelous thing and 
desire of every man, that whan six 
hundrded vears have passed since }' 
quitted the world, his books should 
yetstore up histhoughts to “a life

State Welfare Department 
Takes Steps to Better Chil- 
dren’s Condition. 


eee 


The state department of public 
welfare last week supplied fifty-two 
children’s institutions of Georgia 
with a dietary handbook prepared 
by Miss Irma E. Proctor, of the 
State college of agriculture, and 
issued through the co-operation of 
the extension department of the 
State college. 

In its studies of children’s in- 
&titutions the public welfare depart- 
ment has discovered a great need 
of more carefully prepared food for 
childven in these institutions. Only 
@ few of them have train dieticians 
atid many of the smaller ones are 
very much in need of specific aid 
in planning meals for their charges. 

The d@épartment has also sent the 
institutions lists of suggested menus 
for children of various ages, sup- 
plied through the co-operation of 
the state department of health. 

In transmitting the handbooks 
Secretary Burr Blackburn, of the 
department of welfare, writes: 

“There is no longer and excuse for guese- 
ing in the planning of mea@s. With the dis- 
covery of the effect 
the vital forces of the body and its rela- 
tion to scores of debilitating diseases, has 
eome the scientific knowledge of the qual- 
ities in food and the effect of diet upon 
the yarious physical functions. This knowl- 
edge ix expressed in simple terms and may 
be applied by anyone who will give the mat- 
fer as much study as is given to the rais- 
ing of cattle and crops. 

“We are indeed fortnnate in having at 
our State College of Agriculture a capable 
staff of dieticians who have studied 
products of Georgia, and the needs of our 
population. Thais bulletin brings to our in- 
stitutions the very bert help available on 
the subject, and should become the hand- 
book of every superintendent, matron and 
cook in our institutions. 

‘In behalf of the institutions and of 
the department of public welfare, we wish 
to express our deep obiigation to the home 
economics department of the State College 
ef Agriculture for the preparation of this 
bulletin, and to assure them that it will re- 
#8t in healthier, hanpier and etronger metni-
